AN ANGRY DAY, 


In Which the Elements Themselves Seem 
to Join. 

Minneapolis, June 7.—An ugly, threaten- 
ing day, the delegates in thorough fight 
ing mood, and very ill-natured almost to 
the point of savagery. 

That is the opening of the republi- 
can national convention to choose a can- 
didate for the presidency. 

The Mississippi, in a huge, murky, yel- 
low flood, plunging sullenly over the 
falls within sight of the main entrance 
of the convention hall, sweeping all sorts 
of wreckage to more complete destruction, 
was a gloomily suggestive spectacle that 
presented itself as the  hurrahing 
bands poured into the building. 

Probably, never before in the history of 
American political conventions have so 
many thousands seemed to feel that an 
opening prayer, of record-breaking power, 
Was more urgently needed than when, 
soon after 12 o’clock this afternoon, the 
words to Almighty God which marked the 
opening of the proceedings were heard. 
Thousands of listeners heard it who had 
silently, or otherwise, all the morning, 
been cursing the rain, and the mud, and 
the situation as to the presidential candi- 
dates. : a 

IN THE HALL 
Are Assembled the Office Holders and Office 
Seekers of the Union. 

Minneapolis, ‘Minn., June . 7.—Before 
prayer there hnd been only 1,000 persons 
in the interior of the big hall that was from 
today to be famous for years to come in 
the annals of the republican party. 

A sudden ‘burst of sunlight helped to dis- 
pel the intense dullness of the two-hun- 
dred-foot skylight as well as the blueness 
of the rapidly arriving delegates. and the 
spectators and enabled the more cheerfu!

Tom Keed Appears. 


Broad-shouldered, pushing Tom Reed, 
of Maine, was the first man of national 
fame to peep into the hall but he slipped 
out again before being generally observed. 

At 11:35 o’clock this morning the con- 
vention hall presented a decidedly lively 
appearance with animated groups eagerly 
discussing the outlook. On the floor moving 
briskly about the delegates was the strik- 
ing, gray-bearded figure of Blaine’s parti- 
cular friend, Congressman Hitt, of Illinois. 
Chairman Clarkson, trimmed and sprightly, 
Was gea modestly in a delegate’s chair 
on the platform chatting with a friend 
and appearing in excellent spirits. 


THE BiG LEADERS APPEAR, 


And Each in Turn Comes in fora Share of 
Applause. 


Minneapolis, June 7.—The first applause 
of the convention was when, at ten minutes 
to noon, Governor McKinley was seen en- 
tering the main aisle and starting towards 
his place in the Ohio delegation. The rap- 
ture with which the delegates and specta- 
tors clapped hands, stamped and shouted 
for the Ohio governor, and then crowtled 
around him to shake his hands seemed 
prophetic. 

Chauncey Depew, Senator Hiscock, War- 
ner Miller and Platt, almost bunched, were 
the next errivals to attract attention, as 
they marched in with fifty other New 
Yorkers. They also were generously ap- 
plauded. 

Following close upon the heels of the 
New York delegation came another numer- 
ous set that drew out cheering and much 
Promi- 
nent among them were Abraham Lincoln's 
counterfeit, Senator Cullom, and whispers 
of a “dark horse’’ were heard here and 
there as the senator took a seat well to 
the front with the other Illinois delegates. 

The California Delegation. 


The white and gold banner of the Cali- 
fornia delegation was brought straight on 
to their place, to the right of the speaker's 
chair. Their division as to presidential pref- 
erences deprived their entrance of the fu- 
rore that marked it in former conventions. 
For a*moment a storm of cheers broke out

Ore paitalnby was the greatest outbreak of 
enthusiasm thus far and everybody looked 
to see the cause.. A slim man with white 
clothes, cropped hair, peculiarly retreating 
forehead, with goggled eyes, was seen stop- 
ping alongside the aisle and preserving an 
appearance of utter uncorcern whether he 
was applauded or not. He was “Peppery 
ex-Senator Ingalls, of Kersas. 

It was just 12:15 o’clock and fully nine- 
tenths of the chairs were filled and many 
more hundreds of people than enough to oc- 
cupy the remaining ones were moving about 
the floor, while the orchestra was pealing 
forth one national anthem after another.

Minneapolis, June 7.—Another one came 
when Chairman Fassett praised the work 
of the fifty-first congress ‘‘under the iron 
will and strong administration of Thomas 
B. Reed.” Almost equal to the ovation to 
Blaine was the enthusiasm inspired by this 
reference to the great republican parlia- 
mentarian. 

The ex-speaker was seated far in the 
rear in the speakers’ stand and was invisi- 
ble to most of the audience. Some one 
started the cry of “Reed! Reed!” and it 
was instantly taken up by the delegates 
and gallery. The building rang with the 
popular demand for the appearance of the 
man from Maine. But Mr. Reed displayed 
all his customary modesty and it was not 
until the chairman of the convention turned 
and beckoned commandingly to him that 
he finally rose from his seat. At the first 
sight of the distinguished «son of Maine 
arose every auditor to do him homage and 
long after he had resumed his seat the 
cheering continued. Of course the speech 
of the republican leader of the national 
house of representatives was well received. 
His allusions to the sensitiveness of the 
democratic party particularly excited the 
convention and uproarious applause punctu- 
ated nearly every sentence of his eloquent 
speech. is closing sentence was:

THE UNINSTRUCTED DELEGATES 


Are the Men Who Seem to Hold the Bal 
ance of Power. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 7.—The first 
day of the republican national convention

a hidden secret, to be disclosed only when 


. the decisive ballot reveals the umfathoma- 


ble intentions of scores of unpledged and 
uncommitted delegates. 

It is thoroughly realized by the friends 
of both chief candidates ght that the 
result of the convention is to depend upon 

uncommited vacillating delegates, 
who are pledged to neither candidate, and 
who are claimed for both, What these un- 
certain delegates will do.in the end no 
power on earth can predict, and that the 
nomination depends upon their action tends 
to make this one of the most aggravating 
presidential contests that the republican 
party has ever known. 

The Day’s Developments. 

The day closed without any perceptible 
significant advantage to either side. The 
Baine talent organized the convention by 
the election of Fassett, of New York, as 
temporary chairman. But Fassett’s selec- 
tion was not contested by Harrison’s ele- 
ment, and as his election was unanimous, 
the victory was won by default, and no one 
can say what would have been the result 
had te Harrfson managers decided to 
force a test of strength by presenting an 
Opposition candidate for the temporary 
chairmanship. No occasion occurred dur- 
ing the very brief session today to call out 
any decided manifestations from the dele- 

ates of the convention. The name of 

laine was wildly cheered, of course, and 
s0, indeed, were the names of Reed and 
Ingalls, neither of whom are even suggest- 
ed as possible candidates for presidential 
honors. As a matter of fact, the ovation 
which greeted Thomas B. Reed was even 
more enthusiastic and more prolonged than 
that inspired by the name of Blaine, but 
then the ex-speaker was present and vis- 
ible, while the ex-secretary of state was ab- 
sent, and invisible. The Harrison people

Minneapolis, June 7.—The managers of 
both Blaine and Harrison maintain tonight 
the same persistent attitude of claiming 
everything bh; general, but giving no figures 
in-Retail,that has characterized their cam- 
paigu:for the last four days. Only in an 
unofficial and noncommittal way are fig- 


‘ures and estimates given out from either of 


the headquarters. With every delegate to 
the national convention present in his seat 
it will require 452 votes to make a nomina- 
tion. Three days ago both of the rival 
factions were claiming the nomination of 
their candidates by a vote of 600 or more, 
but as the delegations arrived, one by one, 
and it became manifest to the public how 
they would vote, these claims have been 
modified and reduced until tonight neither 
side is claiming the nomination of its can- 
didate by over 50 votes. Alger will most 
certainly remain in the fight and to the end, 
and he will probably draw off no Jess than 
sixty votes on the first ballot. His candi- 
dacy, it is believed, will make about equal 
inroads on the strength of both leading 
contestants, although the Blaine people 
maintain that his withdrawal at any time 
will certainly insure the nomination of their 
candidate. 


HOLDING THEIR TEMPER DOWN 


Blaine and Harrison Both Afraid of the 
Dark Horse. 

Minneapolis, June 7.—The events of the 
day have differed from the fierce rivalry of 
yesterday in one very gratifying particular. 
There has been less recrimination, fewer 
quarrels and scenes and there appears to 
be a general inclination on all sides to pur- 
sue the contest good-naturedly, in order to 
avoid hostility which might imperil the suc- 
cess of the ticket. It is quite probable, 
however, that the most potent influence in 
affecting this general demand for harmony 
has been the prominence which has been 
given on all sides to the suggestion for a 
compromise candidacy. Yesterday and the 
day before the belief that so much bad feel- 
ing was being expended that it would be 
necessary to seek a compromise candidate 
was very general, and unquestionably excit- 
ed the anxiety of the managers of both Héar- 
rison and Blaine. They probably’ conclud- 
ed that the only way to allay ihs move- 
ment, which threatened to become a pop- 
ular one, was to counsel moderation and 
harmony, and prevent any preliminary con- 
tests or disputes which might add to the 
logic of argument for a compramise candi- 
date.

Reclaiming the Uncertain. 


An unusually strong atfempt has been 
made today to reclaim votes of those in- 
structed delegates who have shown indica- 
tions of their intention to desert Harrison.

THE COMMITTEE UN CREDENTIALS 


May Be the Deciding Influence in the Con- 
vention. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 7.—(Special.)— 
There are many people who believe tonight 
that the committee on credentials may be 
the controlling factor in determining the 
nominee of the convention, and the pro- 
ceedings of that committee are being 
watched with absorbing interest. 

In this convention there are somewhat 
more than the usual number of contested 
delegations, and all of these contests have 
been referred to the committee on creden- 
tials.

THE TAX ON BANKS. 


The Defeat of Richardsen’s Bill for Its 
Repeal. 


THE QUESTION WILL COME UP AGAIN, 


When It Is Claimed That the Bill 
Will Pass. 


AN APPEAL MADE TO KILGORE 


Which Resulted in the Passage of a Bill 
Increasing a Newnan Widow's 
. Pension. 


Washington, June 7.—(Speciah)}—The 
action of the house yesterday, in refusing 
to suspend the rules and pass the bill re- 
pealing the tax on state banks, does not 
mean that there is no possibility of such 
@ measure getting through. 

Mr. Richardson's bill, the one defeated 
yesterday, did not have the report of the 
banking and eurrency committee at its 
back, and there was no time to discuss it, 
There is before the banking and currency 
committee several bills having for their 
object the repeal of the objectionable tax. 
Mr. Bacon, its chairman, said today that 
the committee would hear arguments 
upon the bills. 

Mr. Livingston will be one.of those who 
will appear in favor of repeal. Mr. Bacon 
also said that he himself is fully con- 
vinced that some relief, like that arrived 
at in the bills, should be granted the peo- 
ple. It is, therefore, very probable that 
a repeal measure will be evolved from the 
committee. When it gets before the house 
it will stand a very good chance of pass- 
ing, after it has been discussed. Many 
members today say that they voted 
against the Hichardson bill yesterday be- 
cause it was unaccompanied by a com- 
mittee report, and because they do not 
fully understand its provisions. 

A Newnan Widow’s Pension. 

There was a pretty little incident in 
the house this afternoon. Mr. Moses, of 
Georgia, wanted a bill passed increasing 
the pension of Mrs. Mary North, of New- 
nan, from $12 to $25 a month Mrs 
North is very old, and is a pensioner of 
the war of 1812. Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, 
objected. Mr. Moses was very anxious to 
get the bill through. Now, Mr. Kilgore 
was born in Newnan. He lived there 
until he was eleven years of age. Mr. 
Moses appealed to him. He said that Mrs. 
North was now one hundred and 
one years old.

TOASTED EACH OTHER, 


Meeting of the German Emperor and the 
Czar at Keil. 

Keil, June 7.—This afternoon Emperor 
William,the czar, the czarewitch and Prince 
mane of Prussia, were conveyed in a state 
launch to the German flag ship Baden and 
afterward proceeded to Holtenau to inspect 
the Baltic Suez canal work. On returning 
to Keialt at 4:30 o’clock p. m., the pa 
boarded the German war ship Beowulf. 
The czar returned to his yacht at 3:30 
o’clock p. m. and Emperor William re- 
turned to the Hohenzollern. A banquet 
was given at the castle in the evening, at 
which the two emperors toasted each oth- 
er’s health. 

At a luncheon given earlier in the day, 
the czar sat on the right and the czarewitch 
on the left of Emperor William. 

The czar departed from this place at 9:30 
o’clock this evening. As the Russian impe- 
rial yacht left the harbor the German war 
ships anchored in the vicinity fired salvos 
and threw their searchlights over the polar 
star. 

During the meeting between the two rul- 
ers, Emperor William appointed the czar a 
German admiral and _ in return for this 
honor the czar bestowed the insignia of the 
order of White Eaglegn Baron Marschall 
von Biberstein, German imperial minister of 
foreign affairs. 


THE PRESIDENT 1S QUIET. 


He Feels That Everything Is All Right for 
Him in Minneapolis. 

Washington, June 7.—(Special)—At the 
white house today there was quietude 
outwamily. The president held no recep- 
tion. He got a good many dispatches 
from Minneapolis, and sent some out that 
way.

The Men at Minneapolis. 

Some of our contemporaries are dispos- 
xd to attach too much importance to the 
candidacy of Mr. Blaine. Editor ba atter- 
son, for instance, says in The Courier- 
Journal: 

Mr. Blaine may have been forced to it; but, 
if so, it should have have come before or after 
a moment so pregnant with destinies. He 
may, indeed, have meant it as a last, desperate 
measure of extrication from a position which 
had become intolerable; bat, in that event, it 
should have been accompanied by another mes- 
sage, addressed to Minneapolis, and equally 
imperative, commanding the disuse of his name 
as a candidate. To leave the case where it is, 
to precipitate a question so momentous, and it 
may be added so disastrous, into the counsels, 
or rather the passions, of a national conven- 
tion. means imbecility, or treachery, and in- 
troduces to our politics for the first time an 
issue which has shaken dynasties in other 
lands, that of ingunity on the one hand and 


conspiracy on the other. 
The occasion does not call for such a 


lurid description, and the men assembled 
at Minneapolis are not aware that a mo- 
mentous or disastrous quesfion has been 
precipitated upon them, or that Blaine’s 
candidacy is the result of insanity on the 
one hand and conspiracy on the other. 

It is an average republican convention— 
an assemblage of tricksters, bitter parti- 
sans and south haters. The delegates 
are for the man who stands the best 
chance of winning and who is the most 
likely to carry out their policy, and re- 
spond to their demands. Blaine owes 
nothing to Harrison, and has 1% perfect 
right to enter the race. But the delegates 
do not feel that the fate of their.party 
depends upon either. Whether they nomi- 
nate one of these two or a dark horse, 
the rank and file of the party will sup- 
port the chosen leader. 

The tenor of the first day’s proceedings 
is decidedly Harrisonian. Despite the 
fact that a Blaine man was made tempo- 
rary chairman, and another Blaine man 
was made chairman of the platform com- 
mittee, Fassett’s speech was on Harri- 
son’s force bill line. Thomas B. Reed 
came in for a tribute, and the conven- 
tion showed its temper by shouting for 
Reed and McKinley. 

The convention may have a personal 
preference outside of Harrison, but his 
ideas dominate the crowd. High protec- 
tion, extravagant pensions, billion-dollar 
congresses, war tdxes, blustering diplo- 
macy, monopoly and spoils, a force Dill 
and a crusade against the south—these 
are leading ideas of the Minneapolis con- 
vention, and it will nominate a man who 
will be on that line. 


A Dime Novel Murderer. 


The conviction of Robert Fales, the 
sixteen-year-old boy murderer at Newark, 
N. J., brings up an interesting question. 

It was shown in the trial that this boy 
was well trained at home, and went to 
his Sunday school regularly. But his 
widowed mother did not know that her 
son ‘found in vicious books influences 
which counteracted home and Sunday 
school teachings and restraints. Young 
Fales in his brief career read more than 
500 blood and thunder novels of the so- 
called dime novel class. 

This youngster had all his natural im- 
pulses distorted. He longed for the 
world described in his books—a world of 
cut-throats, robbers and detectives. His 
heroes all killed somebody, and then died 


game, 

Now, when the substance of 500 bad 
books gets into a boy’s head he is drunk— 
crazy drunk—as thoroughly intoxicated 
mentally and as insane morally as whisky 
could make him. : 

So, at sixteen Fales is a convicted mur- 
derer. Many pity him on account of his 
tender age, but he does not regard himself 
as an object of pity. He thinks that hav- 
ing made himself a hero from the dime 
novel point of view, the eyes ef the world 
are upon him, and he must bear himself 
bravely. Morally he is in total darkness. 

The lesson of this case is an obvious one. 
Unless parents know what their children 
are reading, they know nothing of what 
is in their heads and hearts, and know not 
whether they are candidates for the pul- 
pit or the gallows. 4

The Hatch Bill. 


The Hatch anti-option bill passed the 
house Monday, and gentlemanly operators 
in options, in order to show what they can 
do in the way of their profession, sent 
cotton tumbling down and also corn and 
wheat. 

It wasn’t much of a tumble, to be sure, 
but it demonstrated the power of the 
operators. These slick professionals 
didn’t intend to show their power—not 
at all. They simply wanted to show con- 
gress and the country that agricultural 
keno is the strength of the market; that if 
the keno players are disturbed the mar- 
ket suffers and prices go down. 

The difficulty with the gamblers is that 
they are too slick and too powerful. If 
they had beaten the market down gradu- 
ally and held it there, as shrewdness 
would have suggested, the fact might 
have been quoted in behalf of the contin- 
uance of agricultural keno; but they were 
too impatient. The decline was so prompt 
that only the gambiers could have been 
the cause of it. 

It is to be hoped that the senate will 
take up the bill and pass it promptly. 
It affects only those who deal in margins. 
Sales for future delivery, provided the 
transactions are legitimate, are not in 
any way interfered with. 


Blaine vs. Harrison. 

A correspondent encloses us a clipping 
from a newspaper which controverts the 
suggestion made in The Constitution sey- 
eral days ago that, as between Harrison 
and Blaine, the election of Blaine would 
be preferable. Our correspondent is inno- 
cence itself. The Constitution indirectly 
edits a half dozen papers in Georgia, and 
the clipping which he sends is from one 
of them. We have experimentally put 
forth a number of suggestions, and the 
result is always the same and always 
amusing, showing the power of a great 
newspaper to drive a number of its con- 
temporaries into any position it may de- 
sire them to take. 

The question as to whether Blaine or 
Harrison would be the better president 
is hardly worth talking about. They both 
represent the republican party, and the 
republican party is very bad. Blaine is 
a partisan when the emergency arises, 
and Harrison is a partisan every day in 
the year just for the fun of the thing. 
Blaine opposed the force bill of 1874, and 


‘aided in defeating it; Harrison originated 


the force bill of 1890, and is still anxious 
to press it. 

The clipping which our correspondent 
sends us says that the south would prefer 
Harrison to Blaine. This may be s0; 
we have no means of knowing; but if it 
is so, the south has taken a very comical 
turn lately. Nevertheless, it is a turn that 
can do nobody any harm, and is of not 
the slightest importance to anybody one 
way or another. 

If The Constitution were compelled to 
choose between the two men, it would 
prefer Blaine on his record, which, so far 
as it concerns the south, has not been as 
vicious as that of some of the rest of the 
republicans. Yet, Mr. Blaine is bad 
enough. While he has opposed force bill 
legislation, we should not like to trust him 


| with a force bill fresh from the republican 


congress. He might veto it; the chances 
are he would sign it. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
body now in session is what may be term- 
ed a force bill convention. All the indi- 
cations are that it is rampant on the 
southern question, and that the campaign 
which is to follow will be along the old 
lines of sectionalism. No matter which 
aspirant is nominated, he will be com- 
pelled, if elected, to carry out the spirit 
of the republican party as represented 
in the convention, : 

The south cannot afford to witness the 
election of the republican candidate, no 
matter what his name and record may be. 
The democratic candidate must be elected. 
It is a groundhog case. A republican vic- 
tory in November will be the worst set- 
back the south has received since the 
reconstruction period. 1t will mean force 
bill legislation, for the success of the pres- 
idential ticket will carry with it a repub- 
lican majority in the house. When that 
occurs the business interests of this sec- 


tion will be hurt, industrial enterprises 
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The Harrison office holders have not yet 
stampeded. They are the old guard, and 
the old guard never resigns or surrenders. 


Editor Watterson deals rather harshly 
with Brother Blaine. Well, if Brother 
Blaine misses the nomination, he will need 
all the sympathy he can get. He will be 
smashed. And, as he will be smashed if 
he gets it, he seems to be in a particularly 
bad way. — .

The first political national convention in 
this country was held in Baltimore. Before

and nominated William Wirt for the presi- 
dency. For nearly forty years thereafter Bal- 
timore was the great convention city of the 
country. These are other presidential nomina- 
tions made and conventions held here in days 
past: Henry Clay, by the national republit- 
cans, December, 1831; Andrew Jackson, by the 
national democrats, May 21, 1832; Martin Van 
Buren, by the national democrats, May, 1835— 
in this convention the two-thirds rule was 
adopted by the democrats—renominated May 
5, 1840; Henry Clay, by the whigs, May, 1844; 
James K. Polk, by the democrats, same month; 
Lewis Cass, by the democrats, May, 1848; 
General Scott, by the whigs, June, 1852; 
Franklin Pierce, by the democrats, same 
month; John Bell, by the constitutional union 
party, May, 1860; Stephen A. Douglas, by the 
democrats, June, 1860—adjourned from’ Char- 
leston; John C. Breckinridge, by other faction 
of democrats, June, 1860—adjourned from 
Charleston; Abraham Lincoln, renominated by 
republicans, June, 1864; Horace Greeley, by 
the democrats, July, 1872. Thus Baltimore 
has the record of fifteen national conventions, 
which is far in excess of any other city.

This question is causing a great deal 
of discussion at the present moment, as it is 
revealed that alum is being used as a substi- 
tute for cream of tartar in baking powders. 
A story is told that a very large percentage 
of the baking powders sold on the market 
contain either alum or ammonia and many of 
them contain both these pernicious drugs. 
Much timely alarm is felt at the wholesale 
we of alum in bread, biscuit and pastry. To 
young children, growitig’ girls, persons of 
weakly frame, alum bread eaten morning, 
noon and evening is the most harmful. It is 
the small quantities taken at every meal that 
Ge the mischief. Alum is cheap, costing but 
two or three cents a pound, while cream of 
tartar costs 30 cents, and the high price of 
cream of tartar has led cheap baking powder 
to be made of alum. If the reader wants to 
kisw something of the corrosive qualities of 
alun let him touch a piece to his tongue then 
telict how it acts on the tender, delicate 
Coats of the stomach.

WHO § GOING TO WIN ITP 


The Case of Joint Rates Argued Before 
the United States Court Yesterday. 
To Be Continued Today. 


Will the state railroad commission or the 
Richmond and Danville railroad be sus- 
tained? 

This significant question which just now 
confronts the United States court of Geor- 
gia in Atlanta, bearing upon a most notable 
and important case, is causing much inter- 
est in railroad circles. The case was 
up again before Judge Newman yesterday 
and was argued at length by Judge Allen 
Fort and Colonel W. A. Little, attorney 
general, for the commission aud Hon. Pope 
Barrow for the railroad. 

The case is one of very great moment. 

It will be remembered that the legislature 
at its last session framed a law empower 
ing the railroad commission to adjust joint 
rates between roads, If freight cost 20 
cents from Marietta to Atlanta over one 
road and 20 cents from Atlanta to Jonesboro 
over another the commission could make it 
40 cents for the full distance by 10 
per cent off, or 36 cents. This was done 
the commission knocking off 10 per cent of 


freight for full fare over two roads, just. 


as it could reduce rates for double distance 
over the same railroad, though not as 
much, of course. The Kichmond and Dan- 
ville, it is alleged, violated this law, charg- 
ing full freight in broken distances of this 
kind. The commission put the penalties 
on the road when it refused to pay back 
the freight. The road refused to pay the 
penalties and took the case into court. 

The arguments yesterday by ‘the road 
show that the company claims that the rate 
is exorbitant and unjust and that the com- 
mission not the constitutional power 
to enforce it. Reference is made to the 
Minnesota case in which the railroad com- 
mission of that state in shaping rates on 
milk for the roads caused the roads to 
protest and then brought suit against them, 
the state supreme court confirming the ac- 
tion of the commission, but the United 
States supreme court disagreeing. 3) 
Richmond and Danville thus makes the 
point that the action of the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia is overstepping the 
bounds of its power. 

On the other hand the commission makes 
the claim that the rate is just, that it is 
reasonable and fair. They claim that the 
Richmond and Danville, in suing th is 
suing the state of Georgia, which is forbid- 
den by the constitution of the United 
States. They very strongly claim further 
that the action of the railroad commission 
was a legislative action and not a judicial 
one, that it is a state power, not merely a 
court ruling—the fixing of rates. 4 
’ The commission goes a long step further 
than this and says, “If you allow a rail- 
road the right to take a case of this kind 
to a court and have the state railroad 
commission’s rates abolished, you give them 
the right to take the thousands of rates on 
our freight schedules f courts for ratifica- 
tion or destruction, thus making the com- 
nission merely an unconstitutional creation, 
an unauthoritative nothing in the name of 
Georgia, powerless to serve the people of 
Georgia.” : 

Mr. Barrow will continue his speech this

Florida railroad through its counsel, Dan 
Rountree, Payne & Tye and Jackson & 
Jackson, attorneys for certain creditors. 
Messrs. Payne & Tye argued the appeal 
in New Orleans two weeks ago. 

Mr. Plant removed all the offices of the 
road except the superintendent’s from At- 
lanta to Macon when Judge Speer appoint- 
ed him. As the line is purely an Atlanta 
enterprise, Macon having not a dollar of 
capital invested in it, the transfer was _re- 
sented here and considered unjust. The 
road does not go within twenty miles of 
Macon at the nearest point. The com- 
plainants under Payne & Tye’s bill want 
the headquarters of the road re-established 
in this city. And from the way they talk 
Mr. Plant’s work will be promptly undone. 

There is one uncertain quantity in the 
situation. That is the Central Trust Com- 
pany’s application for a receiver _and_ or- 
der of foreclosure filed by Judge Tompkins 
before Judge Newman in the United States 
court of this district.

NEW YORK, June 7-The market this morning 
proved a great disappointment to the trade at large, 
prices opening at a very much greater decline than had 
been believed possible. It would seem as if the long 
interest had become thoroughly demoralized over 
night. Large orders were at hand to sell, ana under 
this pressure the early trading was almost 12@13 points 
below last night’s figures and in many instances full 
80 points below yesterday morning’s best figures. It 
was quite natural that only an extraordinary influ- 
ence could have produced such a violent fluctuation, 
and the same is wholly attributable to the uneasiness, 
felt in regard to the legislation now pending in Wash- 
ington. At the decline throughout the forenoon there 
was considerable buying for both European and New 
Orleans, and with this absorbing power prices held 
quite steady at about opening quotations. Later the 
temper became more cheerful, and in a very short 
while an advance of fall 12@14 points had been re- 
established, and for a short while we were actually 
above yesterday's final figures when again fresh rumors 
became current regarding the probable action of the 
senate on the Hatch bill and renewed anxiety set in 
bringing out a deal of cotton, a reaction of 10 pointe 
having been the result. Late this afternoon there was 
apparently very little cotton fcr sale, a few buying or- 
ders having stimulated the market very to close to last 
night’s figures. It is extraordinary what an undertone 
of strength is shown, and there is little doubt as tothe 
inherent stability even at the advance. The position 
shows no weak feature, though on the: ther hand, with 
the material advance we have had, it is not unlikely 
we should have some fluctuations, and in the end be 
governed by the progress of events hereafter.

The ‘prohibitionists of Georgia, in state 
conyention assembled, grateful to Almighty 
God for the continued growth of moral senti- 
ment in favor of the cause in which we are 
banded together, unanimously reaffirm our 
devotion to the organization, principles and 
candidates of the national prohibition party. 

We believe the time has opportunely come 
when we should perfect our party orga niza- 
tion in Georgia and enter vigorously and en- 
thusiastically upon practical political endeay- 
ors in every campaign, local, state and na- 
tional, to the end that the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic shall continue a persistent issue 
in state and national affairs until the great 
reform in both is fully accomplished. 

We believe the total destruction of the 
liquor traffic must be wrought before there 
be any true and lasting reforms of the finan- 
cial and industrial burdens and abuses that 
afflict the great masses of our people.

11. Equal suffrage to all adult citizens, na- 
tive and naturalized, under such regulations 
as the several states may prescribe by law. 

12. The Australian system of voting to the 
end that we may have an honest ballot not 
controlled by bribery, miscounted by fraud, 
or misappropriated by flagrant robberies.

» WEATHER CROP -BULLETIN. NO. 11 


Of the Georgia Weather Service—Park Mor- 
rill, Director. 


Beginning with this issue, the weekly 
weather crop bulletins will be issued on 
Tuesday night instead of Saturday. This 
change will be made throughout the coun- 
try, and embraces the national as well as 
state bulletins. The main purpose in in- 


stituting this change is to render it possible ' 


for the county weekly papers to publish 
these bulletins in their entirety and before 
they have become old. In this way it is 
thought that they will be made available 
‘to a large agricultural population who do 
not enjoy the advantage of daily papers, 
while at the same time none of the value 


of the bulletins to commercial centers will | 


be lost. 

The past ten days have brought crops to 
the best condition which they have Attained 
during the present season. Frequent show- 
ers in all sections of the state have softened 
the ground into good condition, brought up 
late planted seed and stimulated an excel- 
lent growth in all advancing crops. At 
the same time there has been a good de- 
gree of heat during the last few days and 
a fair amount of sunshine. 

Much cotton has just come up during the 
past ten days. A good stand has now been 
secured in most cases. Early planting is 
in the best condition and is generally re- 
ported satisfactory. Later planting is 


small, Chopping has been nearly complet-' 


ed in most localities. Its second working 
is in progress. At present the growth is 
rapid and with sufficient heat and moisture 
its advancement will be great in the next 
few weeks. Early in the season it was sect 
back by drought and cold, but considerable 
of the loss has been already made up. Less 
complaint is made of lice and hardly any 
worms. 

The condition of upland corn is reported 
as favorable in almost every instance. Some 
complaint’ is made of injury by bud worms 
to bottom corn, and in a few cases heavy 
rainfall has damaged corn and other crops 
on low lands.
